1 ~- Last month, I told y*all about a nice-free publication put out 
by Icom entitled "Novice World". Art WEFEC, at our last meeting, showed 
me another freebie from Icom that looks just as good called, "Radia 
News". I didn’t even know about this one until he showed it to me. Tnx 
Aart! To be put on that mailing list, write: ICOM "Radio News", 2380 
116th Ave NE, Bellevue, WA 98004 (and tell them your license class). 


2 -~ CARC QSL BUREAU - The last batch of QSL cards I sent to 
Newington numbered 191 and 6 members participated. Since there were 
more then 155 cards, (one pound) I had to send *em $2 instead of $13 
still, quite a bargain compared to what the postage would be it they 
were mailed individually or through some of the other places that 
forward QSL’ s. 


I’d like to offer a couple of suggestions before you give me your 
cards, however; a) Make certain you give me your current GST mailing 
label with your cards. b) Put the DX gstation’s call in the 
upper=righthand corner on the reverse side. (or his QSL Manager's 
call). In other words, put the station’s call in that corner where the 
card is to be sent. An example of this would be a DXpedition station, 
where they tell you to QSL via someone else. Fut that other call in the 
corner and not necessarily the station that you worked. ¢) Check QST or 
the pamphlet on how the Outgoing Bureau works. Currently, 279 DX 
countries are served by the ARRL Bureau. If you aren’t sure of the ones 
that are not, check with me or request publication CD-234 (885) from 
the League entitled “The ARRL Outgoing G@SL Bureau System". Don’t forget 
to also include a #10 SASE with one 25-cent stamp affixed. This 
pamphlet can also be picked up at the ARRL booth at most Hamfests. Tt
